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THE STORM DID ITS WORST IN 
THE EVERGLADE STATE. 


TWENTY TOWNS WRECKED. 


Cedar Key, With Fifteen Hundred In- 
habitants, Ruined and Cut Off 
From the World. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 1.—80 disas- 
trous was Tuesday’s storm and so wide- 
spread was the destruction of wires and 
the-paralysis of mail routes that even yet 
only meager details are obtainable. It is 
believed that at least 40 persons were killed 
in this State. 

The bare statement that Cedar Key was 
‘swept away and many persons killed has 
not been supplemented by a full account or 


even by a single additional word. 

Cedar Keys is miles southwest of 
Jacksonville and has 1,80 inhabitants, It 
was the first Florida point to feel the storm 
which had been brewing in the for 
several days. A courier from Uliston 
twenty miles north of Cedar K carried 
the news to Gainesville that C Key 
had been No 
been received from the city itself. Det 
of the fate of the place are 
awaited. 

From Cedar Key, the storm moved 
eastward and struck more than twenty 
towns and villages. 

Eleven houses were blown down and 
persons were killed at Williston. Six of 
were .convicts. Twenty state jrisoners 
who were at work on a turpentine fa 
huddled in a small house. A falling tr 
crashed through the roof and killed six o 
the unfortunate men. 

In Gainesville, Alachua County, the Meth- 
odist Church and about twenty residences 
and business houses were destroyed and a 
number of persons hurt. 

At La Crosse fifteen buildings were de- 
stroyed.
